ODAY Ict's do a right smart 
job with { wardrobe case, 
Ja plece of luggage that seems 
to create all sorts of packing 
difficultts “with some people, 
aithough; why, we don’t’ know, 
for it 1s an extremely sensible 
and well-planned piece, Pers 
haps it's thoy? hangers that g¢t 
in the way, : 
ow -to Start 

Start by slipping back the 
curtain that separates the han- 
wer space from the flat packing 
space, Then lower the first or 
skirt-holder bar to a horizontal 
position and raise the second 
bar to jts highest position. This 
will cause the hanger rack to 
come forward automatically. 
Remove hangers from this rack 
and the case fs ready for use. 

Put evening dresses and other 
dresoes jn first, sliding the, 
hanger to the back, Instend of 
folding your skirt lengthwisx, 
so that It fits over the lower 
rung of your hangers, you can 
use Targe safely pins attached 
to the waistband of the skirt 
and then sipped over the up- 
per rung of, the hanger. 

Packing Dresses, 

When packing dresses, arrange 
them so that their width 
siightly less than the width of 
the skirteholder bar.

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Typhoid. Vaccine To Cure 
‘Eye Ills Suggested 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


ERTAIN . parts of the cyes 
have much less resistance to 
infection than ther parts. 
Thus, if an inflammation Is sot 
up In the eye, it often proves 
diffcult to handle and responds 
slowly, if ‘at all, to simple 
methods of treatment. 

One of these is irltis or In- 
flammation of the coloured part 
of the eye. In certain instances, 
Ihe #erms causing, this condition 
win be identified and, in these 
eas the Infection can some- 
times be trented with antibiotic 
medications, More often, 
hewever, it cannot and hence, in 
the mnjorlty of cases, specific 
treatment cannot be given. 

Another such condition Is 
known as sympathetle ophthal- 
mia, a disorder in which uo 
disturbanee In one eye will 
cause tevere inflammation of 
{he other. 

Typhoid Vaccine 

One method of dealing with 
these conditions. involves the 
injectlon of typhoid vaccine 
which produces fever and 
cerlain ‘other reactlons that 
veem to help get rid of the cyc 
condition. Reecdntly, it has 
been suggested that this treat- 
ment is:much more — successful 
when the injection 1s given 
slowly over a long period of 
{Ime rather than in rap{d, long- 
dose injection. 

In chrrying 
ment, a small amount of -the 
yaccine Is put into a salt solu- 
tion. , The patient Iles down and 
the mixture is allowed to ‘flow 
into a vein at the rate of 20 to 
30- drops n° minute. The 
patlent’s temperature is re- 
corded every 15 minutes. . 

If the temperature dots not 
begin to rise in from 30 tp 45 
minutes, the rate of 
doubled. If, on the other hand, 
the riso in temperature Is too
